WORLD WAR VETERANS FACE 1055 OF #6,000,000,000 THROV

WASHINGTON , J a n e 
2 2 - 
World ww veterans Witt have lost 
about $36,006,000,006 through fail­ 
ure to maintain war risk insurance 
when toe period for conversion 
expires July I, It was learned at 
the veterans bureau today. 
At the close of the war approxi­ 
mately $40,000,000,000 government 
insurance was la effect. The fig­ 
ure today Is $2,816,000,000 with 


tho probability that conversions 
up to July I will not increase it 
substantially. 
General Prank T. Hines, direo* 
tor of tho bureau, has broadcast 
an appeal to veterans urging them 
to lake advantage of the govern­ 
ment’s offer to convert policies in 
force, or to reinstate those which 
hare lapsed. He said It is unlike­ 
ly that congress will further ex­ 
tend the time for conversion. 


The value of policies lost to 
veterans at tha

turity figure was estimated by bu­ 
reau experts at close to $60,00*9,-

The political pot will begin to boil in East Liverpool tomor­ 
row, for the campaign in conjunction vgith the August 9 primaries, 
when East Liverpool shall nominate Republican and Democratic 
nominees for all municipal offices as well as clerk of the municipal.

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Preparations For Primaries 
The political pot will begin to boil in East Liverpool tomor­ 
row, for the campaign in conjunction ^ith the August 9 primaries, 
when East Liverpool shall nominate Republican and Democratic 
nominees for all municipal offices as well as clerk of the municipal. 
court, will formally open following the awarding of ballot con­ 
tracts at tonight’s meeting of the Columbiana county board of 
deputy state supervisors of elections. 
With contests slated for most places on the G. 0. P. ticket, 
and the eight-man race for the mayoralty nomination featured, 
interest should be keen, thus assuring more than a normal poll 
by the majority party. The Democratic vote is not expected to 
be large, for the party has not selected a complete ticket.

Educational Athletics 
! 
The problem of athletics in high schools and colleges has 
arisen because of two different points of view. 
On the one hand are educators who believe that athletics has 
a legitimate place in any well-rounded educational system along 
with literature, science, mathematics, and the other academic and 
technical subjects. 
On the other hand are the onlookers who demand intercol­ 
legiate athletics as a great public spectacle and the alumni who 
demand athletic victories as advertising for their Alma Mater. 
These onlookers and alumni have had their way in recent years 
until the whole system has brought trouble and criticism to the 
schools. 
A change seems to I e coming. Dr. Storms, president of Bald- 
win-Wallace college, remarked recently: 
“We believe that ‘high pressure’ coaching that aims to win at 
all costs, nerves the team to an abnormal tension, scouts for 
athletes regardless of scholarship and puts sole emphasis upon in­ 
tercollegiate contests, is losing credit in the college world.” Ath­ 
letics that help to educate will be the future aim. 
Possibly this is true, although the change will not be com 
pletely effected this year or next. There are all those new and 
expensive stadiums throughout the country which have to be 
paid for with large gate receipts. And there are still the alumni 
who keep their scholarship and athletic ambitions for the old 
school in quite separate compartments of their minds and con­ 
sider a good coach more important than a good educator. Yet it 
is not a hopeless outlook. A saner balance is bound to be struck 
one of these days.

WASHINGTON, D. C., June 22. — 
Motoring and traffic authorities are 
becoming concerned over the growth 
of the "begging a ride” evil, and they 
are emphasizing their warning that 
the automobile driver who responds 
to an appeal for a lift from the road­ 
side or street carb does a very unwise 
thing and one that he may have good 
reason to regret. 
Being generous and ever ready to 
fill the empty seats in the old bus is 
not the virtue that a great many peo­ 
ple think it to be. Not infrequently 
it turns out that the motorist has not 
done his unknown passenger a favor, 
for he may involve them in a serious 
traffic accident. In that event he

ning away from home.

ing a kindness to a boy when be picks 
him up and gives him a free ride. On 
the contrary it is likely th at he is con- 
tiibuting to the youth’s delinquency. 
A psychiatrist who made a careful 
study of a group of boys in one of the 
sm aller cities of M aryland who were 
rapidly developing all the tendencies 
and spirit of gangsters and had com­ 
m itted numerous 
petty crim es was 
forced to the conclusion th at the free 
ride was largely responsible for their 
turning into evil ways.

thing and one that he may have good 
reason to regret. 
Being generous and ever ready to 
fill the empty seats in the old bus is 
not the virtue that a great many peo­ 
ple think it to be. 
Not infrequently 
it turns out that the motorist ha* not 
done his unknown passenger a favor, 
for he may Involve them in a serious 
traffic accident, 
in 
that 
event 
he 
himself is decidedly out of luck, for he 
may be held responsible for any in­ 
jury resulting to 
them. 
This may 
seem a bit unreasonable, lf a driver 
is giAng a person a free ride at the 
v*-renn's Molteitation he would natur­ 
ally feel that he ought not to be held 
Labi© for damages if he has a sm ash­ 
up and the person is hurt, but such 
in the rase and motorists are urged lo 
remember it. 
Moreover, they are admonished that 
opening th® door of one’s car to stran ­ 
ge rn may prove a folly comparable to

to eat,” A cting W arden R. H. Hud* 
peth declared today and added he In­ 
tended to sta rv e the prisoners out.

M eanw hile eleven prisoners above 
ground w ere In solitary confinem ent 
an d m any o th ers under heavy guard 
following a prison riot which climaxed 
the m utiny below ground. One prison­ 
er w as w ounded. T he prisoners in the 
cell houses also took up the cry “No 
cigarets, no w ork, no peace.” 
Acting W ard en H udspeth reported 
all quiet today and a policy of “w atch­ 
ful w aiting adopted to bring the prls 
oners in th e m ine “to tim e.” 
Today th e prisoners w ere being 
questioned closely to ascertain who 
was responsible f o r a plot to set fire 
to the tw ine factory within the walls. 
Prison officials w ere in possession of 
th ree knives and 
firebrands 
taken 
from prisoners afte r the riot in the 
prison yards. 
P la n s had been made, 
according to guards, to set th e twine 
factory on fire and effect a wholesale 
escape.
